Supt. of Education Clayton 
Bryant reported the State Board of 
Education will discuss a resolution to 
prohibit tobacco use on all school 
campuses and at its recent meeting 
recommended local boards across 
the state adopt and enforce the 
policy for all students, faculty 
members and support personnel. 

The county board members dis- 
cussed the proposed policy at length 
prior to adopting the controversial 
issue, and during the discussion 
agreed that repeated failure to follow 
the policy could result in dismissal.

The 
board would become involved only 
after repeated refusal to follow the 
principal’s warnings. 

The meeting began at 5:30 p.m. 
at the Board of Education office in 
Elba and after routine approval of 
minutes of the previous meeting 
turned to what was a lengthy 
agenda. 

The business of personnel was 
discussed in an executive session, 
and after opening the meeting to the 
public the board took action on a 
number of items involving renewal of 
teachers’ contracts, 

The board voted to send non- 
renewal notices to five teachers in 
the system, with all teachers being 
temporary or non-tenured, and also 
voted not to renew contracts of two 
lunchroom workers, one teacher’s 
aide and one custodial worker. 

The board sent non-renewal 


notices to seven non-tenured bus 


vers, but reported all could be 
‘rehired this fall as soon as new bus 
routes are worked out in connection 
with the much publicized posting of 
inadequate bridges in the county. 

Supt. Bryant stated the county 
commission wasn’t sure how many 
county bridges would not meet 
Specifications required to allow the 
passage of buses, and only after the 
county was able to identify the sub- 
Standard bridges would it be 
possible to reroute the buses. 

The board discussed the Dillard 
case, a lawsuit filed to force the 
board to discontinue the selection of 
members using an at-large method, 
and was told that the Coffee County 
Democratic Conference had passed a 
resolution in which it stated it would 
seek the courts to force the board to 


Commission splits on road paving projects 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
May 11, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and by a vote of 4-3 
agreed to borrow money to pave two 
county roads that have been worked 
up and are ready for paving. 

Roads to be paved are the Wren 
Strickland Road and the Harold 
Godwin Road, both approximately 
1,2 miles in length, at an estimated 
cost of $60-70,000. 

It was brought up at the monthly 
meeting that the Wren Strickland 
Road was ready for paving and the 
Harold Godwin Road was also ready 
and it was suggested that both roads 


be paved before the work to get the 
roads ready was wasted. 

The commission stated the 
Godwin Road had to be paved to 
complete an agreement with the Soil 
Conservation Service, which did 
extensive work on a gully threaten- 
ing the road, with the understanding 
the commission would pave the road 
when the project was completed, 

While commissioners agreed the 
Godwin Road should be paved, the 
discussion on the paving of the Wren 
Strickland Road drew varied 
opinions, It was stated at the 
meeting that the state was to provide 
the funds to pave the road and the

Kinston man guilty of sexual abuse 


An 8-woman, 4-man jury 
deliberated for over eight hours last 
week before returning a verdict of 
guilty against a Kinston man 
charged with first-degree sexual 
abuse involving a 4-year-old boy, 

Durward Brasher, age 60, was 
arrested in May, 1986, on the charge 
and was also charged with sodomy. 
A mistrial was declared on the 
sodomy charge after the jury failed 


to reach a verdict, 

Circuit Judge Gary McAliley 
stated that Brasher faces a penalty of 
2 to 20 years in prison and a $10,000 
fine for the sexual abuse charge and 
also faces sentencing under the 
habitual offender act because of a 
1970 conviction in Houston County 
for ‘enticing a child under the age of 
16 to enter a house for immoral 
Sexual purposes,’ 
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county got the road ready for paving 
and settled a dispute with a 
landowner concerning the path of the 
roadway. Following the preparation 
by the county, the commission was 
told the funds were no longer 
available and the county put the 
project on hold. 

The commissioners stated they 
were told that the funds were 
available at the state and all that was 
needed was necessary paperwork 
from the county engineer; however, 
when the paperwork apparently 
never arrived the funds were given 
to another project, 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 
asked the commission to earmark a 
portion of the county’s share of the 
countywide sales tax to cover the 
cost of paving the two roads; 
however, Commissioner Billy 
Eagerton disagreed and stated there 
were county roads in need of 
resurfacing now, and since the 
county was already in debt he 
opposed borrowing the funds and 
earmarking the tax money, 

Commissioner Sid Averett was 
very vocal in his opposition to the 
paving of the Wren Strickland Road, 
Stating it Was wrong to pave a road 
with only ‘‘three houses’’ when 
there were a number of county roads 
that needed paving with much larger 
populations. 

Commissioner Bill Faulk said 
that since the road had already been 
worked up he would go along with 
the paving, but declared, ‘'I feel we 
got hoodwinked," 

Commissioners Eugene Bradley, 
Damascus Crittenden, Jimmy Bryan 
and Bill Faulk voted to pave the two 
roads, while Robert Stephens, Billy 
Eagerton and Sid Averett opposed 
the project. The commission agreed 
to send out invitations to bid on the 
project, with the vote also being 4-3, 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
reminded the commission that while 
it was earmarking tax money it 
should remember that 50 percent of

the revenue was already earmarked 
to go toward paying off the county’s 
debt, and Commissioner Sid Averett 
recalled the commission also 
promiced to hold back 20 percent of 
the tas monies to go into a fund for 
the eventual construction of a new 
county health department building. 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 
Stated that after the earlier 
agreements there was still 30 
percent left and that 30 percent of 
approximately $300,000 would 
amount to $90,000, which was more 
than enough to do the paving. 

After a lengthy discussion on the 
matter of road paving, Commis- 
sioner Averett declared it was time 
to do something about hiring an 
engineer and made a motion to offer 
the position to Mark Poole, the 
county engineer at Wilcox County 
who had interviewed earlier with the 
commission, Commission members 
agreed 5-2 to offer the position to 
Poole, with Bryan and Bradley 
voicing opposition. 

In other business at the monthly 
meeting, the commission: 

***split a contract for purchasing 
road materials between S&C Paving, 
Couch Concrete and Wiregrass 
Construction; 

***was told there were no responses 
to invitations to bid on a rotary tiller 
for use by the highway department; 
***reappointed The Peoples Bank 
and Coffee County Bank as county 


depositories for the revenue 
commissioner's office; 
***finalized a $434,991 grant 


application to expand rural water 
systems in the county, with the 
individual systems to pick up the 
local share of $87,198; 

***agreed to overhal an old truck 
used by the maintenance department 
rather than buy a new truck, as 
mentioned; and 

***stated the next commission 
meeting would be held on Tuesday, 
May 26, due to the Memorial Day 
holiday on May 25, 
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expand to seven members and elect 


the members using a district 
method, 
The conference also stated it 


would ask the courts to adopt the 
district lines used in electing county 
commission members .in an attempt 
to establish a ‘‘safe’’ black district 
that was at least 65 percent black. 

Supt. Bryant told the board he 
had asked the demographer 
employed by the county to meet with 
a representative of the Alabama 
Democratic Conference to express 
the concerns of the board. Bryant 
reported the state doubted the 
county could divide the county into 
five districts and have a ‘‘safe’’ 
district, but told the board members 
the demographer would attempt to 
divide the county and assure a 
“safe’’ district.

The older Harrison was 
reportedly trying to see if the gun 
was loaded when he tripped and the 
gun discharged, and the victim, who 
was sitting in.a chair in the home, 
was hit in the forehead.

This is the Golden Anniversary 
year for South Alabama Electric 
Cooperative which brought electric 
lights and power to the rural areas of 
Pike, Coffee and Crenshaw counties. 

“The ever has special meaning 
for the 8539 residents of this area 
who are members of South Alabama 
Electric Cooperative,’’ say officials 
of the co-op. 

The Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration was established by Execu- 
tive Order of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt on May 11, 1935, as a 
lending agency to advance construc- 
tion funds for rural electric 
distribution systems. 

South Alabama Electric Coopera- 
tive was organized on June 17, 1937, 
and the first lines of the cooperative 
were energized in April, 1938. The 
cooperative now serves members 
over 2000 miles of line stretching 
through portions of Pike, Coffee and 
Crenshaw counties. 

Members of the cooperative 
Share in its control by attending 
annual meetings to elect members of 
the Board of Trustees.

Said privilege, license or excise 
tax shall be in addition to all other 


federal, state or local taxes 
heretofore imposed by law. 
Provided, however, when the 


license tax hereby required to be 
paid shall have been paid by a 
wholesaler or seller of cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products, such payment

Section 2. (a) Upon adoption of a 
resolution by the Coffee County 
Commission, every person, firm, 
corporation, club, or association that 
sells or stores or receives for the 
purpose in Coffee County any 
Cigarettes, cigars, snuff, smoking 
tobacco and like tobacco products 
shall add the amount of the license or 
rivilege tax levied and assessed

oncerning the reality and duration of hell, Many say that the usual 
nderstanding of ‘‘eternal hell-fire’’ is out of character for a loving 
, and that when this life is over the unsaved will simply cease to 
xist, This is a popular doctrine, because it eliminates the possibility of 
unishment for sin, However, Jesus said that the wicked ‘shall go 
way into everlasting punishment’’ (Matt, 25:46). Paul spoke of those 
ho know not God, and refuse to obey Him, ‘twho shall be punished 
ith everlasting destruction from the presence of the Lord’ (2 Thess. 
Nine ultimate abode of the wicked is hell, from the Greek word 
Ngehenna, This is not the same as hades (sometimes rendered ‘‘hell’' in 
Nthe KJV), the abode of all the dead before the resurrection. Near 
¥ Jerusalem was Gehenna, a narrow gorge, which represented the worst 
of Jewish history, Years before, the Jews stained this valley with the 
Nblood of their innocent children, offered in sacrifice to Baal, Gehenna 
N\was in Christ's day a burning garbage dump, which he chose as the 
S/name for the final abode for the wicked. , : 
§ Again and again in the scriptures hell is described as a place of 
S unending punishment for the wicked, Jesus spoke of the day when his 
angels would gather those who do iniquity and “oast them into a 
S furnace of fire: there shall be wailing and gnashing of teeth’’ (Matt. 
P 13:42), John described hell saying ‘tthe smoke of their torment 
F ascendeth up for ever and ever: and they have no rest day nor night”’ 
S (Rev, 14:11), In other passages, hell is described as ‘outer darkness, 
Fa ‘furnace of fire,’ and ‘eternal fire."’ ; me 
Jude 7 speaks of Sodom and Gomorrah, the wicked cities that 
) ‘‘gave themselves over to fornication,”’ which are “set forth for an 
| example, suffering the vengeance of eternal fire,"’ Some materialists 
say that since the fire that destroyed Sodom was an ‘‘eternal fire’’ that 
burned out, the same may be said of the ‘eternal fire’ of hell, Sodom 
serves as an example to all men of the vengeance of God on the 
ungodly, The fire that consumed it was so utter, and so permanent,that 
the only thing Jude could compare it to was ‘‘eterna! fire.’’ Although 
f the “eternal fire’’ that destroyed Sodom may not be literally burning 
! today, it is still burning in the sense that Sodom serves as a warning { 
/ all men, ‘ :

* (Matt, 25:46), Hell is eternal, everlasting in the same sense that 

heaven is eternal, everlasting. The term ‘‘eternal’’ literally means

Resources in Montgomery has begun 
contacting some residents of Coffee 
County to collect nearly $39,000 in 
overpayments in food stamp 
benefits. 

“Although some of the over- 
payments resulted from intentional 
fraud on the parts of some reci- 
pients, most of the overpayments are 
attributable to inadvertent client 
errors,’ said Andy Hornsby, 
corimissioner of the State Dept. of 
Hu,nan Resources, 

‘The overpayments were made 
to approximately 200 Coffee County 
residents,’ he said. Federal regula- 
tions require that the department 
recover overissuances of food 
stamps, 

Those being contacted by the 
department's claims collection staft 
include current and former food 
Stamp reciplenats Contacts are being 
made by mail and by telephone. 

“This action is not new, The 
department's central office in 
Montgomery is simply re-enforcing 


food stamp allotments than they 
were entitled to will be given an 
opportunity to make recoupment 
voluntarily, but if necessary stronger 
measures will be taken, Hornsby 
said, 

‘Hopefully, those being con- 
tacted by the department will make 
voluntary restitution, However, if it 
becomes necessary, legal action will 
be taken, resulting in recoupment 
being made through a number of 
ways, including the seizure and sale 
of personal and real property, and 
through garnishment of wages,’’ he 
said.
